“Newsboy” Dies at 105. 


Carsamus Paige, believed to be the 
oldest newsboy in the world, died at 
his home in Joliet, 111., aged 105 years. 
He sold papers in the streets up to a 
few days ago. 


*Foot Cut Off; Crawls a Mile. 


While at work as a pumpman in a 
mine at Luzerne, Pa., Walter Kemp 
had his foot caught by the plunger of 
a duplex pump and it was cut off 
above the ankle.

Chief Factory Inspector Claims Con­ 
tractor Sanderson Left Document In 
His Care and Hints at New Culprits. 


Governor Toner dismissed from of­ 
fice John C. Delaney, the Pennsylvania 
state factory inspector, “for the good 
of the service.” 


Captain Delaney 
has 
for 
several 
weeks past been under charges of 
lax enforcement of the state factory 
laws. 
Last Friday he gave an inter 
view to a Philadelphia newspaper, in 
which he said he had in his posses­ 
sion an alleged “confession“ made by 
John H. Sanderson, the state capitol 
contractor, who waB convicted of fraud 
and died pending his appeal. 


In 
this 
alleged “confession,“ De­ 
laney said, Sanderson declared that 
the real culprits in the capitol scandal 
never had been apprehended nor had 
their names ever been mentioned in 
the course of the investigation. 


Captain Delaney also said that the 
“confession“ was locked in a Bafe, and 
its contents never would be revealed 
by him. 
Mr. Sanderson's widow, now 
a resident of New York, Captain De­ 
laney added, was the only person who 
might ever reveal the secret of the 
hidden paper. She, he said, might do 
so at some future time in order to vin­ 
dicate her husband’s memory. 


Pennypacker is the only one to date 
who can be sure that the breath of 
suspicion will not demand an explana­ 
tion, for he is the only one in connec­ 
tion with the gigantic and criminal 
grab win, Delaney says, “is as free 
from any part in the division of the 
spoils as a newborn babe.“

a confession will be searched for by 
Attorney General Bell, who will confer 
with Governor Tener.

As he entered the room Senator Davis 
fell back dead.

Another Mad Dog Victim. 


Hiram Thomas, a Butler township 
farmer, was bitten on the hand Monday 
evening, Dec. 23, by a dog which died 
three days later from rabies. 
Mr. Thom­ 
as went to Marietta for Pasteur treatment 
on Thursday. The case is regarded by 
local authorities as the most serious which 
has occurred since the recent outbreak of 
rabies among the animals in the upper 
end of the county. 
Mr. Thomas, on the 
evening he was bitten, had gone to the 
bome of a neighbor, Samuel E. Allison, 
and was just entering the door of the 
house when Mr. Allison’s shepherd dog 
bit him in the hand. 
He went to a phy 
sician’s office but the doctor was not at 
home and he thought nothing further of 
it. 
The dog had been snapping at the 
children during the day and is known to 
have bitten a shoat but it was not thought 
the animal was mad. It was penned up, 
however, and three days later it died. 
On Sunday Mr. Thomas suffered pain 
from the wounds on his hand and Mr. 
Allison brought the head of the dog to 
the office of Dr. Hudson in Gettysburg. 
Dr. Hudson at once prepared it for ship­ 
ment to the state laboratories at Philadel­ 
phia to where it was sent Monday. Tues 
day afternQon a telegram announced that 
the dog had been suffering from rabies. 
Mr. Thomas is aged 28 years and is a well 
known farmer.

Child Injured by Kick of Cow. 
A little daughter of Mr. and Mrs. John

port, B. I. 


The persons losing their lives wov° 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank S. Heath, an agej 
couple, tenants in the old Governor 
Bull house on Spring street, one or 
those destroyed. 


The fire, which 
started evidently 
from spontaneous combustion among 
the paints and oils in the George A. 
Weaver company's big hardware store 
and was fanned for a time by almost 
a gale of wind. It spread with great 
rapidity and it was 
only with 
the 
greatest difficulty that the entire firo 
department succeeded in checking the 
flames. 


One of the most serious losses to the 
city as a result of the fire, from a his­ 
toric point of view, is the destruction 
of the old Governor Bull house. 
On 
July 18, 1906, this house was marked 
by a tablet gy the Rhode Island His­ 
torical society. 


The tablet bore the inscription “The 
Governor Bull house. The oldest house 
in Rhode Island. Built in part in 1639 
by Henry Bull, governor under the 
royal charter of the colony of Rhode 
Island and Providence plantations.” 
In the years 1685, 1686 and 1690 addi­ 
tions were made to the building.

Thirty-eight 
union

leaders, 
Who had been convicted under the 
federal statutes, said their goodbys to 
members of their families in the Mer 
ion county jaiy in Indianapolis, Ind. 


From the moment the prison was 
open to visitors the wives, children 
and other relatives of the convicted 
men swarmed into the gray walled 
building to give cheer and comfort to 
the men who are to hear their sen­ 
tences from the lipB of Judge A, B. 
Anderson. 


Mrs. Frank J. Higgins, o Boston, 
who fainted when she saw her hus­ 
band led out of the courtroom follow­ 
ing his conviction, was one of the first 
callers. 


Seemingly all hope of appeal or de­ 
lay has departed from the prisoners.

Last Friday he gave an inter- 
view to a Philadelphia newspaper, in 
which he said he had in his posses- 
sion an alleged "confession" made by 
John H. Sanderson, the state capítol 
contractor, who was convicted of fraud 
and died pending his appeal.

laney said, Sanderson declared that 
the real culprits In the capítol scandal 
never had been apprehended nor had 
their names ever been mentioned in 
the course of the Investigation. 


Captain Delaney also said that the 
"confession" was locked in a safe, and 
its contents never would be revealed 
by him. 
Mr. Sanderson's widow, now 
a resident of New York, Captain De- 
laney added, was the only person who 
might ever reveal the secret of the 
hidden paper. She, he said, might do 
so at some future time in order to vin- 
dicate her husband's memory. 


Pennypacker Is the only one to date 
who can be sure that the breath of 
suspicion will not demand an explana- 
tion, for he is the only one in connec- 
tion with the gigantic and criminal 
grab whD, Delaney says, "is as free

Experiments 
Being 
IVlade in 
France 
With Apparatus Designated as 
"Electric Niagaras." 


Assuming 
that 
electricity 
in 
the 
clouds is the sole cause of the produc- 
tion of hail, experlmei: ts are 
being 
made In France with apparatus desig- 
nated as "electric Niagaras" to drain 
ihe clouds of electricity, says Popular 
Mechanics, 


In installing the apparatus huge cop- 
per points, bound together by bands 
of the same material, are placed on 
the summit of a high tower of chim- 
ney. very much in the same way as 
lightning rods. 
These are connected 
•with a copper band, which leads to the 
ground and ends in a reservoir 
filled 
with water. 
By this route the atmos- 
pheric electricity flows down into the 
earth anil "empties the clouds," so to 
speak.

largely from the agricultural fairs in- 
augurated by the various societies for 
"promoting agriculture." which 
were 
organized a t Charleston, New 
York, 
Philadelphia,

ton. 


In 1S39, through the efforts of Henry 
L. Ellsworth, 
commissioner 
of 
pat- 
ents, an appropriation of ?1,000 was 
made for the purpose of collecting and 
distributing seeds, prosecuting agricul- 
tural investigations and procuring ag- 
ricultural statistics. 
With the appro- 
priation 30,000 packages of seeds were 
purchased and distributed. 
This ap- 
propriation marked the beglnni^jg of 
the present department of agriculture. 
Appropriations for seed purchase and 
distribution continued to Increase as 
the practice gained in popularity with 
the people, until congress 
itself 
final- 
ly took a hand in passing the 
seed 
around. 


Under the system that now prevails 
each member of the senate and 
the 
house has a quota of 20,000 packages 
of vegetables and 2,000 packages of 
flower seed, each package being made 
up to five packages containing differ- 
ent kinds of seed. 
In this year 51,- 
138.240 packets of vegetable and 12,- 
220,315 packets of

seed, or a 
total of 63,364,555 packets, were sent 
•cut. 
The total weight of vegetable 
and flower seeds sent out was 994,116 
pounds, or over 597 tons—enough to 
fill 20 freight cars.

ages of grass seed, and plants 
and 
vines of various kinds. 


The Job of purchasing, testing, ap- 
portioning and 
distributing 
govern- 
ment seed is a big Job. 
All seeds are 
purchased 
through 
competitive 
bids. 
The quotations are opened and listed 
in the presence of bidders and officials 
of the department of agriculture. 
In 
awarding contracts the officials disre- 
gard varieties unsuitable for distribu- 
tion, as well as bids of growera or 
dealers who in the past have failed to 
carry 
out 
their 
contracts 
satisfac- 
torily. 


The seed purchased is subjected to 
thorough 
scientific 
tests. 
When 
a 
consignment of seed is received 
at 
the department of 
agriculture 
ware, 
house a small portion is taken from 
the middle and near the top and bot- 
tom, of at least one-fourth of all the 
bags, and thoroughly mixed, to make 
a composite sample, which is sent to 
the seed laboratory. 
From the sample 
100 or 200 seeds are counted out and 
placed between moist blotters in 
a 
germinating chamber, which is really 
an incubator fitted with automatic de- 
vices for keeping the blotters moist 
and for regulating the temperature to 
suit the requirements 
of 
different 
kinds of seeds.

A package of 4 pounds, for 50 miles, costs 
you 14 cents; if you want it to go farther 
than 50 miles and any distance less than 
150, it will cost you 18 .cents, and thus 
the computation can be made for any dis- 
tance that the parcel is to be taken. Only 
the special stamps for the purpose are to 
be used. 
By the convenience the new 
arrangement offers to the public, the sav- 
ing will be greatly increased. 
It enables 
a farmer, in any part of the country, to 
send a package up to a weight of 11 
pounds from his very door to any place, 
at a greatly reduced rate, and without 
having to carry it first to the nearest ex- 
press ofiice, which may be located at a 
considerable distance from his home.

From the moment the prison was 
open to visitors the wives, 
children 
and other relatives of the convicted 
men swarmed 
into the gray 
walled 
building to give cheer and comfort to 
the men who are to hear their sen- 
tences from the lips of Judge A. B. 
Anderson. 


Mrs. Frank 
J. Higgins, o Boston, 
who fainted when she saw her hus- 
band led out of the courtroom follow- 
ing his conviction, was one of the first 
callers. 


Seemingly all hope of appeal or de- 
lay has departed from the prisoners. 
None of them had a word of comfort 
or cheer for their visitors. All believed 
they were to be "railroaded" to the 
penitentiary 
at 
Leavenworth, 
Kan., 
without stay of judgment. 


Almost the entire executive staff of 
the International Association of Bridge 
and Structural Ironworkers was Con- 
victed, 
Only two oillcials of that un- 
ion now remain out of jail. 


It was in this union of structural 
Ironworkers, 
with 
12.000 
members, 
that John J. McNamara was secretary- 
treasurer while he continued the dy- 
namitings out of which the 
present 
convictions grew. 


President Frank M. Ryan, when ask- 
•d what would be done in the inter- 
eats of the ironworkers' union, now 
that all except two of Its officials were 
In prison, said: 
"I will say 
nothing 
about that at this time." 


President Ryan's only comment on 
the verdict was: "Greater men 
than 
we are have been incarcerated. 
In 
olden times they used to cut off the 
ears of honest men." 


United States Marshal Schmidt has 
prepared 
for a special train, 
which 
will 
leave 
Indianapolis for Leaven- 
worth as soon as the sentences are 
pronounced. 
Each 
of the 
convicted 
men has been Informed by counsel or 
deputy marshals that he will be sen- 
tenced separately by Judge Anderson, 
in accordance with the court's view of 
his degree of guilt. 


The uppermost thought In the minds 
of all the men is not the parting with 
friends and relatives, but the term of 
Imprisonment they will have to suffer, 
and it is small wonder that they ex- 
hibit but slender interest in their vis- 
itors. 


Sentences from thirty-nine years to 
less than a year in prison may bo im- 
posed, at the discretion of the judge. 


There was no attempt on the part 
of the convicted men to get together, 
as each know^- his sentence must rest 
upon the judge's 
conviction of 
the 
quality of his guilt. 
Some of the men 
undoubtedly are 
facing 
heavy sen- 
tences. 
Their lawyers have been in 
conference with these men about the 
appeal ^'-oy ahouM make to the judge.

This unexpected turn in this now 
famous crime startled the police and 
the people of Trenton. The confession

ty were discussing theories and mo- 
tives for the assault. 


The first intimation that Atzenhafer 
was connected with the crime camc to 
Miss Capen. whose suspicions 
were

tain information from newspapers re 
garding Miss Marshall's condition be 
fore her death and the movements 01 
the police afterward. 


Miss Capen communicated her sus- 
picions to Dr. Denelsbeck. who was at 
tending a case which Miss Capen was 
nursing. 
Dr. Denelsbeck interviewed 
Atzenhafer and became «convinced that 
he was Miss Marshall's assailant. He 
caused the suspect to come to Tren- 
ton and housed him in a hotel. Then

Atzenhafer said he got the pipe from 
the rear of two houses In course of

He added that after he struck 
Mies Marshall he dragged her body 
across the road, through a barbed wire

fence and left her unconscious in t h e P ^ ^ 
field upon the approach of two men.

Atzenhafer told the prosecutor that'

he had no reason to strike Miss Mar- 
shall, and Insisted 
that no such in- 
tent was in his mind. The actions of 
the man Indicate weak mentality. 


Atzenhafer for some time was em- 
ployed at the Purity milk farm near 
Pennington. About $3000 was offered 
as a reward for the capture of the as- 
sailant. It will probably go to Miss 
Capen and Dr. Denelsbeck. Of the to- 
tal reward $inoo was offered by the 
state of Now Jersey.
